If we cast our eyes upon a map of the 
world, and compare the condition of the 
inhabitants in different portions, we shall at 
once perceive that the solid wealth, tlie 
enterprise, intelligence, and commercial 
prosperity are in the temperate climates;

gold of their vanquished and plundered Id- 
eraies swelled their coffers with immense 
wealth, the slow but hardy Anglo-Saxons 
were encountering the rigors of a severe 
climate, and the fierce warfare of the sav¬ 
age. Their enterprise was beset at every 
step with the most appalling dangers and 
he severest toils. 


Let us compare the condition of the coun¬ 
tries thus established, and we shall perceive 
that, while the struggles of the hardy An¬ 
glo-Saxons resulted in the establishment 
of one of the most prosperous aud enligh¬ 
tened of civilized nations, the enterprise 
of the Spaniards, commenced under au.Mpi- 
cious circumstances, with an inviting cli¬ 
mate and productive soil, has resulted in a 
number of divided and petty states, sub¬ 
ject to the despotic sway or the raorejc.ruel 
rei^ of anarchy; while ignorance, super¬ 
stition, and intolerance cast their blighting 
influence upon every department of socie¬ 
ty. The people have not the inherent 


try on earth blessed with a more proiluc 
tive soil than Mexico ; yet^ what a picture 
of misrule and degredation does she pro 
sent. Italy, too, “the land of sunny skies” 
—the theme of poets and liistorians— 
has degenerated to imbecility and suhju 
gation most pitiable to contemplate. 

These conditions spring from tlie innate 
order of things. Labor—^motion—are the 

conditions of gi*owthand prosperity. Na 
tiire sends forth the everlasting mandate 
—“Work or die!” and illustrates it in all 
her developments. A warm climate, 
luxurient and spontaneous grpw^, place 
the means of sub.si.stance within the reach of 
man without effort. He ha.s but 4o reach 
forth, pluck and eat. fimlolence is the con¬ 
sequence, and indolence results in decay and 
death. . 

We behold in all natural growth an il¬ 
lustration of this principle. The elements 
are in eternal commotion. The planets 
travel their ceaseless rounds ; the air move.s 
in obedience to the laws that controul it 
the bosom of th:j ocean heaves over with 
the great emotion which God has planted 
in all things; the sap of the tree circulates 
through the veins it invigorates. And thus 
when man conforms to the great law of ac¬ 
tivity, he expands. And in the colder cli¬ 
mates, where we must subdue forests- and 
seek the means of suhsistance in an un 
productive soil, vigor and life are infu.sed 
into society, and pro.sperous coinmuifities 
grow up. 

If we look at the history of the great 
men who have figured most conspicuously 
in human aft'airs, and left the impress of 
their character upon their age, we shall 
find them generally to have been of obscure 
and humble origin, contending in early 
years with poverty, without the aid of in¬ 
fluential friends,. The son of a chandler, 
who entered Philadelpliia almost penniless, 
became the greatest of modern phiIo.so- 
phers. The “Mill-boy of the Slashes,” 
by his own unaided efforts, rose to the 
greatest distinction as an orator and states¬ 
man, and left behind him an imperishable 
fame. 

But we will not enumerate examples.— 
The pages of lustory are covered with the 
deeds of men who, by their own labor, have 
risen from severe poverty to gra.sp the 
sceptre of empire and mold the opinions of 
the nvidtitude. The ^eatest capitalists 
lliaft l^ve ’ever -coinmenced^ 

with nothing. John Jacob Aster and Ste¬ 
phen Girard are illustrious examples.—- 
op rtift poor mlin who goes to 
school with the son hf the rich man, 
tliough possessed of no better talents, is 
quitj likely to outstrip him. And herein 
we see the working of this law.— 
Poverty stimulates to action, and action 
is growth. The man who does not use 
his body becomes effeminate while the man 
who breathes the pure air of heaven, and 
uses his muscles, grows daily in strength. 

The greatest men are the greatest wor¬ 
kers. A massive intellect, without the 
industry to exercise it, is like a powerful 
engine without steam. 

Every great enterprise is the result of 
severe toil. How much racking of brain 
and straining of muscle have been required^ 
to conceive and perfect the steam-engine 
—the railroad—the telegraph! and how 
magnificent are the results! These in¬ 
ventions have all originated in the tempe¬ 
rate climate; they are the offspring of 
that mental and physical activity awaken¬ 
ed by the causes to which we have refer¬ 
red.—While the Anglo-Saxon mind is 
solving mighty problems, and Anglo-Saxon 
muscles are bringing forth the most splen¬ 
did achievements of human skill, the lazy 
Turk dreams over bis pipa or opium—the 
indolent Spaniard gives up his imagina¬ 
tion to his armours, and the Mexican plods 
on with his slow mule, careless of the boun¬ 
tiful gifts which Nature lias spread around 
him. 

We ask the attention of the young es¬ 
pecially to these suggestions. Nothing 
but work—severe, persevering work—can 
accomplish the hopes of youth, or fulfil iLs 
ambitions. There is no other road either 
to knowledge or dLtinction. All the 
wealth of the Indies cannot purchase the de¬ 
velopment of the mind or body—no pres¬ 
tige of name can impress upon the age the 
character of any man. Every one must 
develop himself—he must win his own 
laurels or he cannot wear them. There 
is no alternative but to or die .^'—

who censure and those who defend them— 
all the wretched feeling they* leave Ijehind 
whenever they go ont—all the anguish 
which awaits their return—all the di.sap- 
pointment of those who trust them—and, 
finally, all the wretchedness attendant upon 
the full development of tho.se vices of which 
what the world calls gaiety is the natural 
and certain g<*rin ; if we could add all these 
together, we sbouM behold a sum of human 
misery greater than' ever was produced by 
absolute crime—by murder, theft, or any 
of those gross and desperate acts, against 
which public indignation is so justly and 
unanimously raised. If we could add all 
these together, we should sec, operating 
through tlifterent channels, a ma.s5 of scl- 
fishne.ss with which that of the solitary 
miser bears no comparison. The life of the 
gay man is, in fact, a .system of self-indul¬ 
gence, of self-gratification, of self-worsliip. 
The miser, in his despised and isolated 
.sphere, has no power to prey upon the 
happiness of society. The privations he 
impose.s extend no farthror tTian himself; and 
of no other individual shares, in wdiat he 
gains, he is aloq.e in the punishment he 
inllicts. But the dissipatedha:>.a wid^ 
influeh'ce, b(tbau§e tfb is thelterO'hfsCciety 
in its worst state. He ha.s tlierefore the 
power to disseminate the seeds of evil iu a 
degree proportioned to his popularity ; and 
fn the same measure as he Is helofed, he is 
capable of inflicting misljfy'. He 
that he can do this; and he doc.s it still. 
He knows that he is the cau.se of floods of 
burning tears, and while he weighs them 
against one intoxicating draught, it is self- 
love that prompts him again to hold the 
sparkling poison to his lip.s, and to let the 
tears flow on .—Family Sea^ets. 


The Funeral of the Archbishop of 
Paris.

The obsequies of the Archbishop of Paris 
were celebrated this morning in the pres- • 
ence of an immense crowd of j^eople, w'ho 
evidently wished to testify their re.speot for 
the venerable prelate who has been so sud¬ 
denly taken from among them. The’morn¬ 
ing WAS gloomy and inten.sely cold, anffthe 
ground .still covered with the hail and melt 
ed snow which had fallen duringlho night; 
yet the bitterness and gloom of the weather 
lid not prevent the approaches to the Arc.h- 
iepiscopal Palace and the Cathedral of Notre

The Mini>lere, a iiuraeroiH deputation ol 
the Senate, with Ma^'5h:ll Pelijjsier at their 
head; deputations of the ( ouncil ot Stale, 
of the Legislative Corps, of the Municipal 
Council of Paris, of the ma^dslracy, ihc cler¬ 
gy of all the pnri'^hos of tlm divxre^a, U>e o.’.- 
clesiaMical colleges, and the olhrr r.digious 
institutions were prevent. In the choir of 
the church were seated in the Nuncio, the 
Bishops of Nancy, Beauvais, Amiens, Or¬ 
leans, Chailres, Gaudaloupe, Evreux, To¬ 
ronto (Canada,) Adraa, Prussia in partibus. 
and Dardonia inThe Bishop of 
Blois, suffragan of the Archdiocese of Paris, 
was prevented by illness from attending.— 
Among the higlier lav funclionnriea were 
Marshal Magnan and (joueral M’Mahon, 
the superior members of the magistracy, and 
the meml)ers of the Institute. 

The Archbishop’s throne was covered wi h 
black cl» th, over which stood a gisranlic cru¬ 
cifix in white. The catafalque was placed 
between the nave and the choir, nearly in 
the centre of the church, with statues at the 
corners, and encire'ed by countless tapers, 
and above it rose a canopy of black cloth 
and ermine. I'he coWege, which had passed 
along the Rue de Greuelle, the Rue de Bour¬ 
gogne, the Place du Palais Bourbon, the 
Quays, the Point Neuf, tho Quai des Orfe- 
vres, and the Rue Notre Dame, reached the 
Cathedral about 10 o’clock. (Jrovvds line ! 
the stre*t.s. and the remains borne along, re¬ 
ceived marks of prolound and, I believe, the 
most sincere veneration ; every man bared 
his head, and bowed ; several knelt on the 
ground, all mud and melted ^novv as it was ; 
and the women, some of thern weeping, 
made, with every mark qf devotion and sor¬ 
row, t.ie sign of the cross, beat tludi* brca d.9. 
and repealed aloud prayer* for the re^xise of 
the departed. On its arrival at the entrance 
of the church the prebends and honorary ca¬ 
nons, and ihu parish prie.-jts of the diocese, 
preceded by the cro.ss bearer, went to the 
door to receive the romain.s of their late 
Archbishop, and. with the canon.s who had 
brought it from the Palace, bore them to the 
catafalque before the high altar. Then rose 
from the choir the solemn music of the dead, 
and, after the mitre, crucifix aud crozier ol 
the prelate were deposited on the colfin, the 
funeral service began. The so’emn dirge 
of the Vies Ires, which more than any other, 
excepting perhaps the Misereret awakes 
with the thoughts of the ^ave lho.se of atone¬ 
ment and redemption ; tno gloom of the old 
building, made darker still by tlie soinl)re 
atmosphere and the melted snow, which 
pattered against the high wiiulow.s; the 
olack tapestry, varied by the armorial bear 
ings of ine prelate ; the funeral costume of 
the attendant bishops and clergy; the body 
beneath the a’tar before which the departed 
had so lately ministered ; the pealing notes 
swelling through the lofty .aisles, aiul float 
ing along the vaulted temple ; the consci )us- 
ness that the man who.sc remains all w’ero 
sorrowing over had not been removed fiom 
among them by mortal decay, but had been 
foully murdered while in the performance of 
his sacred office—all this seemed to make 
an appeal to the heart which it would be 
difficult to e.xpress, but which was told in 
many a moist eye. 

The Bishop of Mcaux wa.s the officiating 
prelate ; the service was performed with all 
the pomp of the church, and, from the num¬ 
ber of priests who joined in it, was mo>t iin- 

f )res.sive. During the mass salvoes of artil- 
ery were fired, the bells tolled moiin.fully, 
and at the elevation of the ho.st the troops In 
the body of the cathedral knelt on one knee 
and presented arms. At the clo^e of the 
inas.s the five ab'jolutions ordained by the 
church for an archbishop were slowly and 
solemnly pronounced. The bi.shops and 
clergy aud all the personages present ad¬ 
vanced towards the. centre, and sprinkled 
the coffin with ho^y water.' ' * 

The crowd then gradually disper.^ed. The 
coffin was left exposed on the catafalque.— 
At 3 o’clock numbers returned to attend the 
voters for the dead ; and at 4 o'clock the 
coffin was deposited in the vault near the 
entrance of the choir, which is destined to 
receive the remains of the Archbishop of 
Paris. This vault only cont-ains five coffins ; 
those of Mon.«eigiieur do Juigne, who died 
since the first revolution ; of Mouseigneurdu 
Belloy, who gave in his resignation at the 
period of the Concordat in 1808, but did not 
die until 1811 ; of Monseigneur de Perigrod, 
who died in 1821; of Monseigneur de Quo- 
Jen, w’ho died at the close of 1839; and of 
Monseigneur Affre, who w^as killed m 1848. 

In 40 days, according to usage, the fune¬ 
ral oration of the Archbishop will be preach¬ 
ed by one of the canons of the Metropolitan 
Chapter. It has been stated that the heart 
of the late prelate, which had been embalm¬ 
ed separately, was to be deposited in tJio 
ChuicQ of the Carmes. It it now positively 
said that, at the request of the euro of St. 
Etienuo du Mont, it will bo placed in llio 
latter church, after the ceremony of its puri¬ 
fication. 

A will written by tho llato Archbishop 
about two months asro at his country house 
of Belle-Eau, some short lime before hi.s re¬ 
turn t) Paris, has been found in his writing- 
de.sk. T1 0 document begin.s in these words: 

I die in the fait’*i and love of the Catho¬ 
lic, Apostolic, and Roman Church, for the 
adv iiiccment of which 1 have never ct E'^ed 
to labour in the different ranks of the snered 
hierarchy ; and the*c are my last wishes.’’ 

After d viding among the members of his 
family his private properly, which is not 
considerable, and leaving to the Bishop of 
Tripoli a life annuity of lOOOf.. and bequeatl - 
iug some sums to his domestics, ho leaves : 

** 1. To his metropolitan church his mitrr, 
gothic stole, and other canonicals, with his 
ring of rubies and emeraMs; the rich v 
bound missal offered to him by Monseign¬ 
eur do Dreu.v Brese on the ot»casion of his 
consecration, and the collection of raeJals 
re ative to the principal acts of his episcopa¬ 
cy, with the box which contains them.

To 
the parish of St. Paul Trois Chateaux, his 
native town, the episcopal chapel which be 
purchased at Lyons at the time of his pro¬ 
motion to the see of Paris. 5. To the cure's 
residence at Ral, parish of Belle-Eau, his 
books at that place. 6. To the poor of Digne 
a sum of lOOOf. 7. To the orphan estaitlish- 
ment of the same place a sum of fiOOt. 8. 

A sum of lO.OOOf. to be distributed to iha 
poor of Paris by the members of .he Society 
cf St. Vincent do Paul, the Sisters of Chari¬ 
ty, the Petites Sceurs de.s Pauvres, and the 
cures of all the parishes of the capital.” 

The Bishop of Triiv)!!, the Abbe Darboy, 
and the Abbe Dedouc, are among his exec¬ 
utors. 

The purification of the Chutch Si, Etienne- 
du-Mwit. the scene of the as.s.'^ssinar.ion of 
the Archbishop of Paris, took place ou the 
morning of the 12i.h, with considerable pomp. 
The ceremony, which commenced at ten, 
was not concluded until the afternoon.

Tho Harder of Dr. BurdoU. 

A Gentleman of high professional stand¬ 
ing, of large fortune and living in one of 
the most fadiiouabte thoroughfares in Nwe 
York, has been foully murdered in the most 
mysterious manner imaginable. Dr. Burdell 
was not seen alive since five o’clock on 
Friday evening. At the hour says ths 
Hej'aldy he lelt his home for the purpose 
of dining at the Metropolitan llolel. Ilis 
return docs not seem to have been noticed 
by any of the inmates of the house. Mrs. 
linrdell saw him when he took his depar¬ 
ture, but never beheld him alive afterwards. 
iShe was in the liou.>c all the even.ng, and 
wa.s engaged with some of the members of 
ilia family io marking wearing apparel, when 
the lateness of The hour warned her that 
it was time to retire. Mr. Eckel and Mr. 
Snodgrass, two boarders in the house were 
up until 11 0 lock, and at that hour, they, 
say, Mr. Burdell had not made his appear¬ 
ance. They then retired to their room.s, and 
according to the statement of the wife of the 
dece ised, the ga.s wa.s put out and all sought 
.slumber n heirr# p cti/e epartments. Dr. 
Burdell was not heard coming in during 
the night lime; and although Mrs. Burdell 
says she is not a sound sleeper,still nothing 
unusual attracted her attention during the 
length and dreary hours 6i the night which 
liad then set in upon the entire household. 
No shrieks of murder—no struggle for life 
or death-—no stilled groans, or death’s 
rattle was heard proceeding from the cham¬ 
ber wherein the body of the murdered vic¬ 
tim was found the following morning. All 
was quietness and peace within that abode, 
at least .so the witnesses state. 

But when the morning came, and the 
light of .Sunday’.s sun beamed through the 
casement of the apartment, revcalni^ 
sight winch might appal thi strongest heart 
the scene was instinlly changed. The 
consternation of the family on beholding 
tlie mangled corpse of him they thought 
was so frill of life and happiness may be 
easier imagined than described. An in¬ 
vestigation was immediately instituted 
(he house was searched, the inmates were 
all examined, but no traces could be found 
to the perpetrator of one of most attrocious 
crimes ever committed in this city. 

On the second lloor, in the back room,i.s 
the place where the murder was committ¬ 
ed. 

The parlor below were the reception 
rooms, and this was the offree in which the 
doctor practised dentistry

ed witli all his'^Ioths on. It appeared from 
an cxamiualiOJ of the room as thouo’b he br»<l 
not bei'n ij* tiic iiuuae long ; his shawl was 
thrown upon the sofa, and he was probably 
sitting in a chair by his case of dental tools, 
looking over some papers lying carelessly 
upon the case. It would seem as though 
at least two persons had entered the ro )rn 
together to commit the crim^. The one 
probably threw a cord or rope rouud the 
neck of the deceased, choking him, the 
other slabbing him at the same time with 
an instrument which, judging from the 
wounds, might have been a bowie knife. 
Considerable blood was found on the case 
of tools and on the chair by it. The blood 
was then traced along to the chair by the 
centre table j it was found on a newspaper, 
the Hemldy lying on the centre table. 
From thence it is found in greater quanti¬ 
ties to the ball door—at which place it 
seems as though (here had been a desperate 
gie ; the door, with the door casing, 
are marked in several places as if a band 
covered with blood had grappled them. 
Dr. Burdell was probably struggling madly 
to escape li om his murderer or murderers 
by tl.ii door when ihe carotid astcry w'as cut, 
Iroin which the blood spirtedin a stream, 
covering the whole corner of.the room 
Iroin the hall door to the closet door, and 
especially the latter door, with blood, which 
reached a.s high as five feet five inches. In 
this corner ol the room, between the two 
doors aforesaid the body of the murdered 
man was found, his head towards the hall 
door, the body extending along parallel with 
the partition; and just in front of the closet 
door. The body was lying on the left sid«, 
face downward j beneath it was dressed in 
plain cloth ; the instrument had penetrated 
through them, making incisions into the 
body about four inches deep. The wounds 
are about three-quarters of an inch in width. 
The instrument is supposed to have been 
about eight inche.s long.

Is 
that “ voluntary ?” Thejj then produced the 
two versos in Corinlhinns in support of that 
solemn denunciation.; and concluded their 
commentary upon those verses thus, “ God de¬ 
mands,”—which domnni they previously 
defino to be “ fui order gi^n to a servant or 
soldier,”—God demaudi^from Christians a 
tenth part of their inooine'for the support of 
the Ministry of ^hc, New. TeiLamcnt. And they 
are to give it, not as tliongb it were a free-will 
offelrhn^, or a ihatt'cr uf charity, but as God's 
right and his express command Or is that 
“ volnnMry ?’^ It was this untenable claim of 
A “ divine right” to tithes, from Christians, 
wl|)ich I opposed. I admu'oU not the sneer 
nnd I knew that the above! ground was un¬ 
wisely cbosen, because it wfts too pregnable . 
therofore J attacked it. The Editor terms “my 
arguments shallow ami well-fworn.” The lat¬

verses in Corinthians to maintain their “ di, 
vine right’’ to tithes. I simply produced th’* 
former and succeeding verses from ibis very 
chapter of their own selection, and these weap¬ 
ons, which St. Paul furnishes, and which must, 
consequently, have been also original as their 
own, demolished their position. They injudi¬ 
ciously made their stand between two batter¬ 
ies, aud were tumbled down. My arguments 
may be “ shallow but I leave others to de¬ 
cide whether they have been strong enough to 
aliroud with suspicion the claim of “ divine 
riight” to tithes under the Gospel Dispensation 
aud that was all I argued for. 

In the February humber of the Churchman's 
Friend the “ Lost Principle” is renewed under 
the title of “ Gold and the Gospsl.” There the 
Editor makes this bold assertion, “ the perpet¬ 
ual obligation of tithes is based upon its being 
not simply Mosaic, but given as a law most 
probably to Adam, certainly to Noah.” Now, 
Sir, I defy, and that is an equally daring affir¬ 
mation, the Editor to point out chapter aud 
verso in the Bible, containing an extreme pro¬ 
bability iu the former case, and the certainty 
in the latter. I positiv-cly deny, tliat they can 
do cither the one or the other. 

I will exhibit another annotation under the 
same head of “ Gold and the Gospel.” The 
Editor writes “ concerning the Cbrbtian evi¬ 
dence of the continued obligation of, at least 
the law of tithes, he further thus ably argues:’ 
alluding to Mr. Constable’s Essay :— 

“ As the grand reason—namely, the honor¬ 
ing of God—still exists iu all its force for the 
gift of a tenth, as well as the uses to which he 
would have it applied, so the New Testament 
everywhere requires a portion of his substance 
This portion was tobe greater or less, acoord 
log as God had prospered each individual. (1 
Cor. xvl. 2.) True, a tenth is not named in 
the New Testament; but that was not required 
because that proportion was already fixed in 
the Old.” 

Now, if any one will turn to the quoted 1 
Cor. 16 chap., he will perceive that this tenth 
as it is termed, this ^'law of tithes,” was sim¬ 
ply a collection made for the relief of the poor 
Christians at Jerusalem. But I will give both 
verses, the previous and the one cited :—‘ Now, 
concerning the collection for the Saints, as 1 
have given order to the Churches of Galatia, 
even so do ye.' ‘ Upon the first day of the week 
let every one of you lay him in store, as God 
hath prospered him, that there be no gathering 
when I come.’ It does seem strange to me, 
this picking out a solitary verse, regardless of 
its context. 

Eut let us examine with what .‘‘airness the 
payment of this “ tenth of our income” would 
operate. That is the claim now set up ; aliho’ 
the Loviticul Law (Deut. 16 c. 22 and 23) re¬ 
quired only the tithe of all the laud, w'hich 
was generally collected, chiefly “ of corn, of 
win6, and of oil, and tlie firstlings of the herds 
and flocks.” Some time ago there were two 
gentlemen in the public service at Araherst- 
burg, enjoying the same rank aud income. The 
one had been the father of twenty-five children; 
tho other never had any. According to the 
tithe system, the former would pay the same as 
the latter. Quito right, to be sure. Hang the 
fruitful sinner! what business had he with 
quarter of a hundred children ? 

If Uit;I jc aiinrifis in hisiter,* 
merely wished “ to elicit thought and to call 
forth investigation,” why does he snub my 
poor lucubrations on the subject, and jeer at 
having “ aroused a Layman’s wrath ?” Wrath 
indeed 1 Why, I feel the very opposite sensa¬ 
tion at his shiftings. He first exclaims, “ tithes 
or eternal condemnation.” When I advance 
upon him, he flits aw'ay, like a Will-o’-the-wisp, 
aud I discover him immediately afterwards be¬ 
hind me, with his dexter thumb at his nose, 
twirling his little finger at me, and shouting in 
my lug, “it’s all voluntary.” 

The Editor, under “ Gold aud the Gospel,” 
snys, that “ Mr. Constable, proceeding to con¬ 
sider tithes even on the ground of their being 
a Jewish ordinance, combats in a very master¬ 
ly manner the common error, that Christirns 
are under no obligation to consider Old Tes¬ 
tament Uaebings, or Mosaic Law, as binding 
upon them. He clearly shows, on the contra 
rj, that whatever God has once instituted, must 
ever remain in force, unless it were fulfilled in 
the person of Christ, or distinctly abrogated 
by Him." Hence Mr. Constable argues that 
since the tithe has been once instituted by God, 

thenceforward it could not be allered, ex¬ 
cept by the same authority that imposed it.’’ 
Of course, Mr. C., who advocates tho tithe, 
must do it in “ a very masterly manner;” but, 
as I oppose that dogma, why, equally of course 
the legs upon which I dei)end, must be all aw¬ 
ry and weak. Nevertheless, like a nincom¬ 
poop, 1 will hazard another “ sliallow ’ obser¬ 
vation. The Deity ordained the seventh day 
to be kept holy as a Sabbath, and to this very 
hour the Jews so regard it. There is not one 
solitary passage in Scripture to annul it; yet 
Christians, even in the time of the Apostles, 
changed it into the first day of the week, our 
Sunday. How could they have attempted that, 
unless convinced that they were manumitted 
from the domination of the Mosaic Law. Even 
to commemorate our Saviour's Resurrection 
would not justify the violation of so important 
and express command of the Creator, if “still 
in force.” The Jewish and the Christian reli¬ 
gion are one. The former was the infancy of 
tho latter, and tho Christian religion, in its 
ripe manhood, throws off the Jewish leading 
strings. 

Hooker, in his Ecclesiastical PoUty, v. 2. 
p. 457, Oxford Edition ol 1820, (I like to 
give chapter and verse,) acknowledges this 
much, “Albeit, therefore, we be 7 %ow free 
from the law of Moses, and consequent! j 
not thereby bound to the payment of tithe.s.” 

'The Editor of the Churchman’s Friend, 
in his letter, now shifts from the “divine 
right to tithes” to a “voluntary discharge of 
a moral obligation.” Against that I have 
naught to oppo e. I should have been al- 
togt*»ther silent; but for the sneer and the 
menace of everlasting punilion.

THE PERSIAN DIFFICULTY. 

It is believed that Persia has submitted 
to the demand of the British, but the in¬ 
telligence is still received with doubt. 

The details of the capture of Bushire 
have been received from Boin bay under 
date of December 29th. 

Some British ships liad arrived off the 
port of Bushire. Correspondence ensued, 
and on Dec. 3d the British sent on sliore a 
copy of tho declaration of war. Next day. 
the ^th, the British look pos^essi^n of the 
Island of Karrak without opposition, as a 
military depot. 

Du ing the 7th and Sth the British troops 
disembarked at Hallila Bay, twelve miles 
southwest of Bushire. The men landed 
with three days’ rations, and without bag¬ 
gage. 

On the morning of the 9th, the army, in 
two brigades, advanced along the coast, 
the ships sailing a little ahead, on the flank. 
The ship AssayCy on coming abreast of 
Fort Bushire, shelled it from a distance of 
1700 yards, and dislodged the garrison, 
800 of whom took up a new position, to 
oppose the British at once. 

Brigadier Stopford was shot dead while 
waving on bis men to the attack. The 
British thereon marched on the enemy, 
who fought desperately with the bayonet 
till driven back upon the fort from whence 
they attempted to escape, but were met by 
the British Rifles, seaward, and by the 
Cavalry, landward. Col. Melville of the 
Cavalry was killed. The enemy were not 
Persians, but Arabs ; they left three Chiefs 
and a large number of men on the field. 
The British loss is reported to be 35 men. | 
Bushire was then summoned to surrender, | 
and the channel having been buoyed dur- * 
ing the night, the city w, s bombarded and 
shelled steadily for four hours, when It 
surrendered, and the British entered the 
town. The British rebort no loss in the 
fleet. The Governor, the Commander 
of the fleet, and an officer, reported to he ' 
the minister of war, were made prisoners. 
The garrison being too numerous to retain, 
they were removed into the interior and 
released. Bushire was proclaimed British 
territory and a free port. The city be- ; 
came quiet, but reports were rife of abom¬ 
inable conduct on the part of the British 
after the capitulation of the Pbwn*

Arrival of tho City of Baltimore. 

New York, February 13. 
The City of Baltimore arrived last 
night. She left Uverpool on the 26th. 

The Times, of the 28rh, says—“The 
English funds continue heavy, and closed 


j|tract from the Chinese mail of the 16tb 
wys—“The factories have been burned 
down by the Chinese, and the only par¬ 
ticulars we have ascertained are, that about 
eleven o'clock on Saturday night the flames 
broke out in every direction, and vigorous 
attempts were made by the seamen and 
marines to stop its progress ; but all at- 
tmpts were fruitless, and tlie fire raged 
throughout the night and up to the time 
of the steamer’s departure. At first some 
hopes were entertained that the flames 
might be extinguished, but fresh fires broke 
out. Dante & Co’s premises were the first 


to go, and Hie wliole of Hanshaw’s Hong, 
(he fiiiperial French Minister’s, and Taikas 
Hongs were bu. nt. Fhe only buildings 
unburnt at t!jc time uf the steamer’s de¬ 
parture were the British Cofis date and five 
or J«ix wai chouses. AVhat steps the 
Admiral means to take are unknown, but 
there is little doubt that the city of Can¬ 
ton will be no longer spared, and the dis¬ 
charge of shells and rockets was already 
said to have commenced. 

It is reported that I he Chinese apologized 
to the American authorities lor the outrage 
committed against the American flag.

tance. 

Denmark will come to an accord sep¬ 
arately wiih some parties as to terms of 
payment, but general arrangements will be 
laid down in a general treaty. 

ITALY.

IlumourB of modifications in the ministry 
prevail, but nothing definite has transpired. 

Per Africa it was mcntionCvl that the 
ship Confederation from Philadelphia went 
ashore in Nictoria Channel entrance to 
AUrsey. iShe afterwards floated olf, but 
having lost her rudder again drove ashore 
near the former place. A life boat succe¬ 
eded in taking off all hands except the cap¬ 
tain, mate and steward, and a boy who de¬ 
termined to remain. On Friday evening 
tugs were sent out, but they could not find 
her owing to the darkness ot the night ; it 
was then blowing a severe gale. In the 
morning it was found that she had broken 
up, and there is little doubt that those on 
board perished.

Emigration From England to 
nada.

Every succeeding mall indicates that the 
inclinatiou of EnglLsh emigrants towards 
Canada is growing stronger. Efforts are 
being made to provide tietter accommoda¬ 
tion by sailing vessels as well as steamers, 
than has yet been afl'orded. The Cana¬ 
dian Neus has the following;— 

“ It is obviously of the utmost importance 
to persons about to emigrate to be well 
assured as to the efliciency of the ships for 
a long sea voyage, and the completeness of 
the general arrangements. There is much 
to be considered and thought of; the 
efficiency of the ship—the mode of fitting 
and equipment-provisioning—the character 
of the captain,-r-and the position and stand¬ 
ing of the owners. We observe that Mr. 
James B. Wilcocks, of Plymouth, has an¬ 
nounced the arrangement of his line of 
‘‘ Plymouth Passenger Ships to Quebec,” 
sailing in the coming spring and summer, 
it is now, we believe, .some eight or ten 
years since Mr. Wilcocks first gave bis at- 
Puntion to Canadian emigration. He had 
been long engaged in Australian emigration, 
both as a Government service and for 
private self-supporting emigration, when 
circumstances directed his attention to the 
inadequate means which were provided for 
the accommodation of the numerous per¬ 
sons from the West of luigiand who were 
pa.ssing over annually to Canada.^ He at 
once entered into arrangements for the 
puichaic of suitable ships, which were lilted 
and equipped under his own .superintend¬ 
ence, and in these fittings he established 
alterations which were sub'^equently adopt¬ 
ed by the Government, and mace compul¬ 
sory by the Passengers’ Act. Since that 
period, Mr. Wiicocks has despatched an¬ 
nually large numbers oTpasengers, not only 
of the working classes, but those who can 
afford the better accommodation of chief 
cabin passage. For the ensuing season, it 
appears Mr. Wilcocks has placed on the 
berth four large ships capable of accom¬ 
modation, w'ith every comfort, chief cabin 
and steerage passengers. These ships 
embark their passengers at Plymouth.

Trial of Rodpath the Eallwey For¬ 
ger—The Sentenoe. 

Central Criminal Court, 
Friday, Jan 11). 

Redpath and Kent were placed at the 
bar on indictments of fraud and forgery 
When the judges took their seats Kent 
was ordered to retire, and llcepath .stood 
at the bar and was tried singly upon one 
of the cases of forgery. The document 
was a transfer of .stock, and was described 
in a variety of ways, in order to meet any 
supposed legal difficulty. iVIr. Ju^ti( 
Wills, in summing up. explained that the 
forgery of a non-existent name was pre 
CLsely the same in law as though the name 
of a real person had been forged. The 
jury, after a deliberation of five minutes 
found the prisoner guilty. Sentence de 
ferred. 

On resuming, Redpath and Kent was 
placed at the bar, and indicted for feloni 
oasly forging and uttering a transfer in the 
name of Gorge Sydney, with the intent 
to defraud. Mr. Ser. Balantine explaind 
what the charge against Kent was, that he 
was the atte.vting witness to a signature 
which he knew to be ficticious, for the pur¬ 
pose of a fraudulent transaction on the 
part of Redpath. The second judge put 
it to the jury that they mu.st be satisfied 
that Kent was acting fraudulently with 
Redpath. The jury found Redpath guil¬ 
ty, and acf^iitted Kent.

Here the sky 
presents at night an appearance beautifully 
terrific. The Aurora plays throughout the 
Heavens in all its variegated beauty, and 
the hissing attending their discharges of 
electricity sound like the distant noise and 
tumult of battle. 

Well might the traveller in those distant 
and dismal regions describe his situation in 
the words of Coleridge, 

‘ And now there came both mist and snow;

Cathedral at MoNTREAL.-The Que¬ 
bec Chronicle :—A project has been start¬ 
ed in the Roman Catliolic churches of 
Montreal, far the erection of a splendid 
cathedral, which, in size and magnificence 
is to surpass any edifice of the kind on the 
continent.

The Great Gold Robery. 

At the Central Criminal Court, on Tues¬ 
day, 13th ult., William fierce, aged 40 
described as a g^*ocer. Jas: Burgess, 35. 
railway guard, and William Gyorge Tes¬ 
ter, 26, clerk, were placed in the dock. 
The indictment charged them with steal¬ 
ing 224 pounds weight of Gold, value 12- 
000, the property of the South-Eastern 
Railway Company. The whole of th( 
prisoners pleaded not guilty. Agar wav 
examined for the prosecution. He re¬ 
peated the evidence which he had previous- 
ly given, and at six o'clock the court ad¬ 
journed—On W^ednesday the prisoners 
were again brought up, when, after some 
/urther recapitulatory evidence, the case 
/for ths prosecution was declared closed. 
'For the defence, Baron Lartin acquiesced 
oaritli Serghant Parry that Pierce was not 
a servant of the company and that he was 
not a receiver. The court then adjourn¬ 
ed.—The ca.se wjis continued on Thursday, 
and counsel was beard for the prisoners 
No witness were called for the defenSj. 
and the arguments were chiefly to prove 
insufficient evidence. The jury retired at 
five o’clock, and having been absent ten 
minutes, returned with a verdict of guilty 
against all the prisoners. Baron Martin, 
in passing sentence, said the jury had found 
a verdict of guilty on the clearest evidence 
ever laid before a court of justice. He 
considered that Pierce stood in a more de¬ 
graded position than any of the other pris¬ 
oners, and he regretted that l:c was com¬ 
pelled to inflict a lighter punishment. He 
then sentenced Pierce to two year’s im¬ 
prisonment, with the liit, l‘2th and 24th 
months solitary confinement, and Rogers

Doath of W. Evans, Esq. 

From Ihc Mon'real Gazet^c^ Feb. 8. 

We are deeply pained to announce, to 
day, the death of W. Evans, Esq., the 
venerable Secretary of the Agricultural 
Society for Lower Canada. It has been 
our fortune to meet few worthier or 
more patriotic men than he, few more dili 
gent in the prosperity of this his adopted 
country. iLnthusiaslically devoted to ag¬ 
ricultural pursuits, it has been his endeavor 
for many years pa.st to raise the standard 
of Agriculture in Lower Canada from the 
position to which it had sunk, to teach and 
to lead the way in a system by which the 
worn out farms of thu long settled districts 
might recover the fertility, and farming in 
the Eastern Province be made to rival in 
profitableness that of the West. Nor hnve 
his efforts been altogether in vain we hope 
He Las spent over two score yean, we 
believe, as an agriculturist in Canada 
Long ago, he furnish'^d agriciiltiiral contri 
butions to the columns of this journal 
Afterwards he became Secretary of the 
Lower Canada Agricultural and editor of 
the Agricultural journal published under the 
auspices of that Society. Lately, having 
retired from the direction of that journal 
he renewed his connection as a contributor 
with Ills paper,—a connection only now 
•lissolved, by death. Elsewhere will be 
found his last communication, 

U-i a few days r.nce, and crowded out of 
our colums until now^ ^hen the brain that 
conceived and the fingers wliich wrote it 
hive alike ceased to have life or motion. 
How touching are its concluding sentences 
now, in which, promising to resume the re¬ 
view of Mr. Nesbitt’s lecture, he says :— 
** I cannot now expect that I shall be spar¬ 
ed many years to continue the.se labours, 
but while it may be the will of God to spare 
me, I shall persevere in the good caiuse of 
endeavouring to promote the improvement 
of agriculture in Canada.” Alas ! even as 
he wrote, his vow was fulfilled ; the span 
of life allotted him by his Maker was even 
then coming to an end. We have not 
learned the immediate cause of his death, 
which must have been somewhat sudden, 
though he has been ailing for .‘iome time 
and suflering much. We are aware lliat 
during the early part of the autumn he 
Rufl'ered from an attack of paralysis, which 
he spoke of to us as a warning that he 
“ had not long to stay.”

If we cast our eyes upon a map of the 
world, and compare the condition of the 
inhabitants in different portions, we shall at 
once perceive that the solid wealth, the 
• ‘iiterprise, intelligence, and commercial 
J ro.sperity are in the temperate climates ; 
while, on the other hand, those countries 
which abound in luxurient and spontaneous 
growth, are generally sunk into abject deg- 
redation, or fast going to decay. In the 
New World, the Spaniards were the first 
to establish settlements. Attracted by 
the hopes of riches, they penetrated the 
country of the Montezumas, laying pros¬ 
trate in their path-way all that opposed 
them, and erecting the Castilian banners 
and the emblematic cross on fertile regions 
of vast extent. While their career was 
marked with brilliant victories, and the 
gold of their vanquished and plundered en¬ 
emies swelled their cofters with immense 
wealth, the slow but hardy Anglo-Saxons 
were encountering the rigors of a severe 
climate, and the fierce warfare of the sav¬ 
age, Their enterprise was beset at every 
step with the most appalling dangers and 
he severest toils. 

Let us compare the condition of the coun¬ 
tries thus established, and we shall perceive 
that, while the struggles of the hardy An¬ 
glo-Saxons resulted in the establishment 
of one of the most prosperous and enligh¬ 
tened of civilized nations, the enterprise 
of the Spaniards, commenced under auspi¬ 
cious circumstances, with an inviting cli¬ 
mate aird productive soil, has resulted in a 
number of divided and petty states, sub¬ 
ject to the despotic sway or the more cruel 
reign of anarchy; while ignorance, super¬ 
stition, and intolerance cast their blighting 
influence upon every department of socie¬ 
ty. The people have not the inherent 


vigor either to acquire freedom or guard 
it with the “eternal vigilance” with vehich 
alone it is maintained. There is no coun¬ 
try on earth blessed with a more produc¬ 
tive soil than Mexico ; yet what a picture 
of misrule and degredation does she pre¬ 
sent. Italy, too, “the land of sunny skies” 
—the theme of poets and historians— 
has degenerated to imbecility and subju¬ 
gation most pitiable to contemplate. 

These conditions spring from the innate 
order of things. Labor—motion—are the 
conditions of growth and prosperity. Na¬ 
ture sends fortli the everlasting mandate 
—^“Work or die!” and illustrates it in all 
her developments. A warm climate, a 
luxurient and spontaneous growth, place 
the means of subsislance within the reach of 
man without effort. He has but to reach 
forth, pluck and eat. Indolence is the con¬ 
sequence, and indolence results in decay and 
death. 

We behold in all natural growth an il- 
lustration‘of this principle. The elements 
are in eternal commotion. The planets 
travel their ceaseless rounds ; the air moves 
in obedience to the laws that controul it; 
the bosom of the ocean heaves over with 
the great emotion which God has planted 
in all things; the sap of the tree circulates 
through the veins it invigorates. And thus 
when man conforms to the great law of ac¬ 
tivity, he expands. And in the colder cli¬ 
mates, where we must subdue forests and 
seek the means of subsistance in an un¬ 
productive soil, vigor and life are infused 
into society, and prosperous communities 
grow up. 

If we look at the liistory of the great 
men who have figured most conspicuously 
in human affairs, and left the impress of 
their character upon their age, we shall 
find them generally to have been of obscure 
and bumble origin, contending in early 
years with poverty, without the aid of in¬ 
fluential friends,. The son of a chandler, 
who entered Philadelphia almost penniless, 
became the greatest of modern philoso¬ 
phers. The “Mill-boy of the Slashes,” 
by his own unaided efforts, rose to the 
greatest distinction as an orator and states¬ 
man, and left behind him an imperishable 
fame. 

But we will not enumerate examples,— 
The pages of history are covered with the 
deeds of men who, by their own labor, have 
risen from severe poverty to grasp the 
sceptre of empire and mold the opinions of 
the multitude. The greatest capitalists 
that have ever lived have commenced 
with nothing. John Jacob Aster and Ste¬ 
phen Girard are illustrious examples.— 
The son of ihp poor man who goes to 
school with rue -son of the rich 
though possessed of no better talents, is 
quite likely to outstrip him. And herein 
we see the working of this law.— 

Poverty stimulates to action, and action 
is growth. The man who docs not use 
his body becomes effeminate while the man 
who breathes the pure air of heaven, and 
uses his muscles, grows daily in strength. 

The greatest men are the grflhtest wor¬ 
kers. A massive intellect, without the 
industry to exercise it, is like a powerful 
engine without steam. 

Every great enterprise is the result of 
severe toil. How much racking of brain 
and straining of muscle have been required 
to conceive and perfect the steam-engine 
—the railroad—the telegi'aph! and how 
magnificent arc the results I These in¬ 
ventions have all originated in the tempe¬ 
rate climate; they are the offspring of 
that mental and physical activity awaken¬ 
ed by the causes to which we have refer¬ 
red.—While the Anglo-Saxon mind is 
solving mighty problems, and Anglo-Saxon 
muscles are bringing forth the most splen¬ 
did achievements of himian skill, the lazy 
Turk dreams over bis pipa or opium—the 
indolent Spaniard gives up his imagina¬ 
tion to his armours, and the Mexican plods 
on with his slow mule, careless of the boun¬ 
tiful gifts which Nature has spread around 
him. 

We ask the attention of the young es¬ 
pecially to these suggestions. Nothing 
but work—severe, persevering work—can 
accomplish the hopes of youth, or fulfil its 
ambitions. There is no other road either 
to knowledge or distinction. All the 
wealth of the Indies cannot purchase the de¬ 
velopment of the mind or body—no 
tige of name can impress upon the age the 
character of any man. Eveiy one must 
develop himself—he must win his own 
laurels or he cannot wear them. There 
is no alternative but to ^*’work or die .^^— 
Life Illustrated. 

Mistaken Generosity. —There are 
strange contradictions in some of the popu¬ 
lar modes of jud:;ing of human character— 
contradictions which, if they were to exist 
in religious society, would be laid hold of 
by the world, and exhibited to \iew^ as 
proofs of the unsubstantial nature of all such 
profession. Amongst tliese, there is none 
more striking, and certainly none more in¬ 
jurious to the well-being of society, than 
the habit of attributing to young men ol 
gay and dissipated liabits an excess of gen¬ 
erosity, and an absence of selfishness, which 
are considered as outweighing all their 
moral delinquencies. Whether this false 
estimate of character is derived from the 
glowing and attractive descriptinns of some 
of the popular heroes of ancient as well as 
modern romance ; or whether it is merely 
that mankind can accommodate their judg¬ 
ment to circumstances, so as to admire 
what it suits their inclination to imitate—it 
is not our business now to inquire. But it 
may not be foreign to the subject in hand, 
to tax the patience of the reader for a few 
moments, so far as to ask, in what does the 
generosity and the disinterestedness of the 
characters alluded to consist? Is it in 


their kind and consistent regard to the feel¬ 
ings of those by whom they are most be¬ 
loved, and whom they profess to love in 
return ? Is it in their self-denial—in the 
privations they undergo for the sake of 
promoting the happiness of others ? Is it 
in the full and efficient returns they render 
for all the care and anxiety of which they 
are the cause ? Is it in the abundant bc- 
stowment of their pecuniary means, to sup¬ 
port the destitute and to solace the afflicted? 
Is it in the faithfulness and punctuality with 
which they hold themselves ready at the 
call of duty to answer the demands of 
friendsliip and affection ? Is it m the 
sacredness with which they fulfil every trust 
committed to their charge ? Is it, in short, 
in their absence of self-love, and their dis¬ 
regard of self-gratification in comparison 
with the gratification of their friends ? If 
there be any meaning in the words generos¬ 
ity and good-heartedness, they would surely 
comprehend some of these points ; and yet 
in all these are the characters of the gay 
and the dissipated peculiarly deficient. If 
we could, by any means of calculation, add 
together all the tears which such charac¬ 
ters habitually and recklessly cause—all the 
hours of anxiety they inflic upon their near 
connetions—all the bickerings and disputes 
occasioned by their conduct between those 
who censure and those who defend them— 
all the wretched feeling they leave behind 
whenever they go out—all the anguish 
which awaits their return—all the disap¬ 
pointment of those who trust them—and, 
finally, all the wretchedness attendant upon 
the full development of those vices of which 
what the world calls gaiety is the natural 
and certain germ ; if we could add all these 
together, we should behold a sum of human 
misery greater than ever was produced by 
absolute crime—by murder, theft, or any 
of those gross and desperate acts, against 
which public indignation is so justly and 
unanimously raised. If we could add all 
these together, we should see, operating 
through different channels, a mass of sel¬ 
fishness with which that of the solitary 
miser bears no comparison. The life of the 
gay man is, in fact, a system of self-indul- 
gence, of self-gratification, of self-worship. 
The miser, in his despised and isolated 
sphere, has no power to prey upon the 
happiness of society. The privations he 
imposes extend no farther than himself; and 
of no other individual shares in what he 
gains, he is alone in the punishment he 
inflicts. But the dissipated man has a wider 
influence, because he is the hero of society 
in its worst state. He has therefore 1^8 
power to disseminate the seeds of evil ini 
degree proportioned to his popularity; aSid 
in the same measure as he is beloved, he <is 
capable of inflicting misery. He knowf^ 
that he can do this; and he does it still. 
He knows that he is the cause of floods of 
burning tears, and while he weighs them 
against one intoxicating draught, it is self- 
love that prompts him again to hold the 
sparkling poison to his lips, and to let the 
tears flow on .—Family Secrets. 


The Funeral of the Archbishop of 
Paris. 

[fVom the Times' CorrespandeTif..] 

Paris, Saturday, Jan. 10, 6 P. M. 

The obsequies of the Archbishop of Paris 
were celebrated this morning in the pres¬ 
ence of an immense crowd of people, who 
evidently wished to testify their respect for 
the venerable prelate whp has been so sud¬ 
denly taken from among thenv The morn¬ 
ing was gloomy and intensely cold, and the 
ground still covered with the hail and melt 
ed snow which had fallen during the night; 
yet the bitterness and gloom of the weather 
did not prevent the approaches to the Arch- 
iepiscopal Palace ana the Cathedral of Notre 
Dame from being thronged with a multitude. 
At 8 o’clock the Metropolitan Chapter pro¬ 
ceeded from the church to the residence of 
the Archbishop to receive the body, which 
had been placed on a catafalque, raised un¬ 
der the principal entrance. The clergy and 
attendants knelt around it, and, after some 
time spent in prayer, the cortege formed in 
the following order:—A detachment of M ii- 
nicipal Guards; the bund of tho Guides ; a 
battalion of lh« Gendarmes of the Imperial 
Guard, with a band at their head ; a battal¬ 
ion of the Line, with the drums mulHed, and 
beating at intervals ; six mourning coaches, 
ill which were the members of the Metro¬ 
politan Chapter, and attendants bearing the 
arehiepiscopal insignia —the crozier, tho | 
pectoral cross, the mitre, and the pastoral 
ring, covered with crape ; the hearse drawn 
by six black horses, led by footmen, and 
surmounted by a silver cross. On it was 
placed the coffin, covered with black velvet, 
with gold mouldings, but wilhbut any other 
ornaments. Immediately in advance of the 
hearse walked a domestic in livery, bearing 
the star and riband of St. Maurice and St. 
Lazare, the riband of tho Legion of Honour, 
aud other decorations of the Archbishop ; he 
was followed by the household. Then came 
tlie members of the Archbishop's family, 
accompanied and followed by a crowd of 
people belonging to every class of society, 
among whom were mingled officers of the 
army and navy, simple seamen, and sol¬ 
diers of the arrny of the Crimea, operatives 
in blouses, women, sisters of charity, and 
the brethren of the Christian schools ; a bat¬ 
talion of the Line, with its band of music 
and muffled drums; the carriage of tho 
Archbishop; the Emperor’s carriage, with 
the Grand Chamberlain, the Duke of Bassa- 
iio, representing the Emperor; and Prince 
Jerome’s, followed by a tmin of private car¬ 
riages. The ground was occupied bv a 
double line of troops of 20th, 11th, and 40th 
Regiments. The cortege was closed by a 
squadron of Dragoons, The cords of the pall 
were held by M. Molineri, canon, of Paris ; 
M. Faudet, euro of St. Roch and senior of 
the parish priests of Paris; M. de Bories, 
curate of St. Etienne du Mont; and M. IIu- 
gues, curate of the Parish of Notre Dame.— 
The grand entrance of the church of Notre 
Dame was hung with black from the gallery 
kntwn by the name ef tho Oalene des Rois 
France to the ground. The walls (»f the in- 
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terio^ were covered with the same sable ta- 

The IMiuisiters, a numerous deputation of 
the Senate, with Marshal Pelissier at their 
head ; deputations of the Council of State, 
of the Legislative Corps, of the Municipal 
Council of Paris, of the magiMracy, the cler¬ 
gy ol all the parishes of the dioce.'-e, the ec- 
clesiastical colleges, and the olhrr religious 
institutions were present. In the choir of 
the church were seated in tho Nuncio, the 
Bishops of Nancy, Beauvais, Amiens, Or¬ 
leans, Chartres, Gaudaloupe, Evreux, To¬ 
ronto (Canada,) Adras, Prussia in partibus. 
and Daidauia in The Bishop of 

Blois, sutL agan of the Archdiocese of Paris, 
was prevented by illness from attending.— 
Among the higher lay functionaries were 
Marshal Magnan and General M’Mahon, 
the superior members of the magistracy, and 
the members of the liislituto. 

The Archbishop’s throne was covered wi h 
b’ack cl» t’-i, over which stood a gigantic cru¬ 
cifix in w hite. The catafalque was plac^ 
between the nave and the choir, nearly in 
the centre of the church, with statues at the 
comers, and encire'ed by coui t’ess tapers 
and above it rose a canopy of black cloth 
and ermine. The cortege, which bad passed 
along Uie Rue de Grenelle, the Rue de Bour¬ 
gogne, the Place da Pa’aia Bourbon, the 
Quays, the Point Neuf, iho Quai des Orfe- 
vres. and the Rue Notro Dame, reached the 
Catheilral about 10 oc^ock. Crowds linaJ 
the streets, and the remains borne along, re¬ 
ceived marks of profound and, I believe, the 
most sincere veneration ; every man bared 
his head, and bowed; several knelt on the 
ground, all miicTand melted ^no^v as it was ; 
and the women, some of theni weeping, 
made, with every mark of devotion and sor¬ 
row, tiie sign of the cross, beat their biea ts. 
and repealed aloud prayeri* for the repose of 
the depaited. On its arrival at the entrance 
of the church the prebends and honorary ca¬ 
nons, and the pariah priests of the diocese, 
preceded by the cross bearer, went to the 
aoor to receive the remains of their late 
Archbishop, and, with the canons who had 
brought it fi om the Palace, bore them to the 
catafalque befoie the high altar. Then rose 
from the choir the solemn music of the dearl, 
and, after the mitre, crucifix aud crozier of 
the prelate were deposited on the collin, the 
funeral service began. The solemn dirge 
of the Du‘s Ires, which more than any other, 
excepting perhaps the I^liserete, aw^akes 
with the thoughts of the grave those of atone¬ 
ment and redemption ; the gloom of the old 
building, made darker still by the sombre 
atmosphere and the melted snow, which 
pattered against the high wdndow.s; the 
black tapestry, varied by the armorial bear¬ 
ings of tbe prelate ; the funeral costume of 
the attendant bishops and clergy j the body 
beneath ti e aUar before which the departed 
had so lately ministered ; the pealing notes 
Bwelling through the lofty aisles, and float¬ 
ing along the vaulted temple ; the conscious¬ 
ness that the man who.se remains all were 
sorrow ing over had not been removed fiom 
among them by mortal decay, but had been 
foully murdered wliile in the performance of 
his sacred office—all this seemed to make 
an appeal to the heart which it would be 
difficult to express, but which was told in 
many a moist eye. 

The Bishop of Meaux was the officiating 
prelate ; the service was performed with all 
the pomp of the church, and, from the num¬ 
ber of priests who joined in it, was most im¬ 
pressive. During the ma.ss salvoes of artil¬ 
lery were fired, the bells tolled mournfully, 
and at the elevation of the host the troops in 
the body of the cathedral knelt on one knee 
and presented arms. At the close of the 
mass the five absolutions ordained by the 
church for an archbishop were slowly and 
solemnly pronounced. The bi.'ihops and 
clergy and all the personages present ad¬ 
vanced towards the centre, and sprinkled 
the coffin with holy water. 

The crowd then gradually dispersed. The 
coffin was left exposed on the catafajflue.- 
At 3 o’cbek lumbers returned to attend the 
ve^ers for the dead ; and at 4 o'clock the 
coffin was deposited in the vault near the 
entrance of the choir, which is destined to 
receive the reraain.s of the Archbishop of 
Paris. This vault only contains five coffins ; 
those of Monseigiieur de Juigne, who died 
since the first revolution; of Monseigneur du 
Belloy, who gave in his resignation at the 
period of the Concordat in 1808, but did not 
die until 1811 ; of Monseigneur de Perigrod, 
who died in 1821; of Monseigneur de Que- 
len, who died at the close of 1839 j and of 
Monseigneur Affre, who was killed m 1848. 

In 40 days, according to usage, the fune¬ 
ral oration of the Archbishop will be preach¬ 
ed by one of the canons of the Metropolitan 
Chapter. It has been stated that the heart 
of the late prelate, which had been embalm¬ 
ed separately, was to be deposited in the 
Chuicn of the Carmes. It it now po.'^itively 
said that, at the request of the cure of St. 
Etienue du Mont, it will be placed in the 
latter church, after the ceremony of its puri¬ 
fication. 

A will written by the [late Archbishop 
about two months ago at his country house 
of Belle-Eau, some short time before his re¬ 
turn t) Paris, ha.sbeen found in his writing- 
desk. Tl e document begins in these words : 

<‘I die in the fait’i' and love of the Catho¬ 
lic, Aposto'ic, and Roman Church, for the 
a 'v lucement of which I have never ceased 
to 'aboiir in the different ranks of the sacred 
hierarchy ; and the-e are my last wishes.’^ 

After d viding among the members of his 
family his private property, which is not 
considerable, and leaving to the Bishop of 
Tripo’i a life annuity of lOOOf.. and bequeath¬ 
ing some sums to his domestic.s, he leaves : 

1. To his metropolitan church his mitre, 
gothic stole, and other canonicals,, with his 
ring of rubies and emeraMs; the richly 
bound missal offered to him by Monseign- 
^ur de Dreux Brese on the occasion of his 
consecration, and the collection of medals 
re'ative to the principal acts of his episcopa¬ 
cy, with the box which contains them. 2. 
To the seminary of Paris 400f. for an annual 
grane mass foreveo. 3. To the titulary ca-' 
nons of Digne 400f. for 200 masses. 4. To 
the parish of St. Paul Trois Chateaux, his 
native town, the episcopal chapel which he 
purchased at Lyons at the time of his pro¬ 
motion to the see of Pari.s. 6. To the cure’s 
re.-^idonce at Ral, parish of Delle-Eau, his 
hooks at that place. G. To the poor of Digne 
a sum of lOOOf. 7 To the orphan establish¬ 
ment ef the same place a sum of oOOt. 8. 
A sum of lO.OOOf. to be distributed to tha 
poor of Paris by the members of .he Society 
cf St. Vincent de Paul, the Sisters of Chari¬ 
ty, the Petites SoBurs des Pauvres, and the 
cures of all the parishes of the capital.^’ 

The Bishop of Tripoli, the Abbe Darboy, 
and the Abbe Dedoac, are among his exec¬ 
utors. 

The purification of the Church St. Etienne- 
du-Mo<it. the scene of the a.ssassination of 
the Archbi.-'ih 'p of Paris, took place on the 
moraine of the 12lh, with considerable pomp. 
The ceremony, which commenced at ten, 
was not concluded until the afternoon. 

Among the candidates believed to have 
the be'»t chance of succeeding to the vacant 
see of Paris, the names of Monseigneur Sa¬ 
lines, Bi.shop of Amiens (ex-Leqiiimist. but 
present Bonapartisi.) and Monseigneur Ma- 
zonod, Bi.shop of Mar.-eil'es, are mentioned. 
'I’he latter is said to have the best chance. 
As he is in years, the young Prince Canino, 
(pon of Prince Charles,) who has been lately

The French episcopal bench has jutt lost 
another of its members. Monseigaeur d’- 
Aramoles, Archbibhop of Aix, in Provence, 
expired on the 9ih, at the archiepisoopal 
palace, shonly aftt-r having received ex¬ 
treme-unction. 

Verges, tne assassin of the Archbishop of 
Paris, if executed, will be dearaded on the 
guilloiine. This sentence has been frequent¬ 
ly carried into execution. The bishop of the 
(Uocese, attended by tiie clergy, is seated on 
the scaffold, surrounded by all the sacred 
iniplements wduch are used at the consecra- 
lion of priests. He then utters a prayer, 
and alter some ceremonies, the bishop will 
scratch the palm of Verges’ hand, the ends 
of his fingers and thumb.'^, aiul the shaven 
crown ot hi.s head, to remove the odour of 
sanctity from the culprit. He will then be 
unfrocked, and afterwards decapitated. 


Tho Murder of Dr. Burdell. 


A Gentleman of higli professional stand¬ 
ing, of large fortune aud living in one of 
the mo^t fashiouab'e thoroughfares in Nwe 
York, has been foully murdered in the most 
mysterious manner imaginable. Dr. Burdell 
was not seen alive since five o’clock on 
Friday evening. At the hour says the 
Herald, he lelt his home for the purpose 
of dining at the ^Metropolitan Hotel. Hi: 
return does not seem to have been noticed 
by any of the inmates of the house. Airs. 
Burdell saw him when he took his depar¬ 
ture, but never beheld him alive afterwards. 
c:>he was in the hou<;e all the evenmg. and 
was engaged with some of the members of 
tho family in marking wearing apparel, when 
ihe lateness of'the hour warned her that 
it was time to retire. Mr. Eckel and Mr. 
Snodgrass, two boarders in the house were 
up until Ho lock, and at that hour, they, 
say, Mr. Burdell had not made his appear¬ 
ance. They then rctiredto their rooms, and 
according to tbe statement of the wife of the 
deceased, the gas wa.s put out and all sought 
slumber n heirro p cti/e apartments. Dr. 
Burdell was not heard coining in during 
the night time ; and although Mrs. Burdell 
says she is not a sound sleeper, still nothing 
unusual attracted her attention during the 
length and dreary hours of the night which 
had then set in upon the entire household. 
No shiieks of murder—no struggle for life 
or death—no stilled groans, or death’s 
rattle was heard proceeding from the cham¬ 
ber wherein the body of the murdered vic¬ 
tim was found the following morning. All 
was quietness and peace within that abode, 
at least so the witnesses state. 

But when the morning came, and the 
light of Sunday’s sun beamed throitgh the 
casement of the apartment, revealing a 
sight which might appal the strongest heart, 
the scene was instantly changed. The 
consternation of the family on beholding ' 
the mangled corpse of him they thought 
vV25 so full of life and happiness may be 
easier imagined than described. An in¬ 
vestigation immediately instituted ; 

the house was seaffbed, tbe inmates were 
all examined, but no tr.-'ces could be found 
to the perpetrator of one or.*^ost attrocious 
crimes ever committed in this city. 

On the second floor, in the back roonl, 
the place where the murder rras committ¬ 
ed. 

The parlor below were the reception 
rooms, and this was the office in which the 
doctor practised dentistry. 

The front room was occupied as a sleep¬ 
ing room by the deceased ; he was murder¬ 
ed with all his cloths on. It appeared from 
an exarninatioa cHhe rotiia as though he had 
not been in the house long ; his shawl was 
thrown upon the sofa, and he was probably 
sitting in a chair by his case of dental tools, 
looking over some papers lying carelessly 
upon the case. It would seem as though 
at least two persons had entered the ro >m 
together to commit the crime. The one 
probably threw a cord or rope round the 
neck of the deceased, choking him, the 
other stabbing him at the same time with 
an instrument which, judging from the 
wounds, might liave been a bowie knife. 
Considerable blood was found on the case 
of tools and on the chair by it. The blood 
was then traced along to the chair by the 
centre table ; it was round on a newspaper,, 
the Herald, lying on the centre table. 
From thence it is found in greater quanti¬ 
ties to tbe ball door—at which place it 
seems as though there had been a desperate 
struggle ; the door, with the door casing, 
are marked in several places as if a hand 
covered with blood had grappled them. 
Dr. Burdell was probably struggling madly 
to escape from his murderer or murderers 
by thi^ door when he carotid astery vvas cut, 
from which the blood spirtedin a stream, 
covering the whole corner of the room 
from the ball door to the closet door, and 
especially the latter door, with blood, which 
reached as high as five feet five inches. In 
this corner of the room, between the two 
doors aforesaid the body of the murdered 
man was found, his head towards the hall 
door, the body extending along parallel with 
the partition; and just in front of the closet 
door. The body was lying on the left side, 
face downward ; beneath it was dressed in 
plain cloth ; the instrument had penetrated 
through them, making incisions into the 
body about four inches deep. The wounds 
are about three-quarters of an inch in width. 
The instrument is supposed to have been 
about eight inches long. 

When tbe physicians entered the room 
about nine o'clock on Sunday morning, 
they could not tell from the appearance of 
the face who the murdered man was, it wa* 
so disfigured and clotted with blood ; there 
was nothing about him that looked like Dr. 
Burdell—his clothes were soaked and 
matted with gore.—They cut his clothes oft 
him and washed the body ; then examined 
the wounds; there were fifteen deeply in 
cised cuts on the body, which penetrated 
into the heart, lungs, and neck. His gold 
watch and pocket-Book were found on his 
body —80 the crime could not have been 
cominitUd by burglars or for money. 

With the exception of deceased having- 
been married to Mrs. Cimningham, private¬ 
ly, nothing of iinporUnce was elicited on 
the inquest.

I’be latter, growing 
more excited, threw open his vest, and in 
an LiUa.fU his Lenvie knife was flasJdng 
out ; Mr. D. bad a tuipbler ; but the 
members around interposed with great 
presence of mind and promptitude and for¬ 
cibly prevented any further collision, un- 
td both yielded to the interposition of 
tbe Sjergeant-at-Anns. Notwithstanding 
the very serious character of this alTair, 
which a moment more, or less courage 
and pomplitude of ihe bystanders, would 
have made a fatal one, I do not think

Fatal Accident. —^We regret to learn 
that on Monday, the 9th ihst., Air.

“ voluntary ?” It was Jbis.,untenable claim of 
a “divine right” ^to tijhes ^rOm Christians, 
which I opposed. I ai^ired pok tbe sneer 
and i knew that'“the aTOve grbrthd was nn* 
wisely chosen, because it W'as too pregnable . 
therefore I attacked it. iThe Editor tonus “my 
ai-gumepts shallow aud jwell-worn.” The.lab- 
ter they cannot he; fjr the Editprs of the 
Churchnan's Friend are, I verily believe, the 
first that ever dreamed of advancing those two 


verses in Corinthians to maintain their “ di. 
viat right” to tithes. I simply produced th® 
former and succeeding verses from this very 
chapter of their own selection, and these weap¬ 
ons, which St. Paul furnishes, and which must, 
consequently, have been also original as their 
owt, demoliahed their position. They injudi¬ 
ciously made their stand between two batter¬ 
ies, and were tumbled down. My arguments 
may be “ shallow but I leave others to de¬ 
cide whether they have been strong enough to 
shroud with suspicion the claim of “ divine 
riight” to tithes under the Gospel Dispensation 
and that was all I argued for.

Now, 
Sir, I defy, and that is an equally daring affir¬ 
mation, the Editor to point out chapter and 
verse in tbe Bible, containing an extreme pro¬ 
bability in the former case, and the certainty 
in the latter. I positively deny, that they can 
do either the one or the other. 

I will exhibit another annotation under the 
same head of “ Gold and the Gospel.” The 
Editor writes “ concerning the Christian evi 
dcnce of the continued obligation of, at leasi 
the law of tithes, lie further thus ably argues;' 
alluding to Mr, Constable's Essay :— 

“ As the grand reason—namely, the honor 
ing of God—still exists in all its force for tbe 
gift of a tenth, os well as the uses to which he 
would have it applied, so the New Testament 
everywhere requires a portion of his substance 
This portion was lobe greater or less, accord¬ 
ing as God had prospered each individual. (1 
Cor. xvi. 2.) True, a tenth is not named in 
the New Testament; but that was not required, 
because that proportion was already fixed in 
the Old.” 

Now, if any one will turn to the quoted 1 
Cor. 16 chap., he will perceive that this tenth, 
as it is termed, this “law of tithes,” was sim¬ 
ply a collection made for the relief of the poor 
Cluristians at Jerusalem. But I will give both 
verses, the previous and the one cited ;—‘ Now, 
concerning the collection for the Saints, as I 
have given order to the Churches of Galatia, 
even so do ye.' ‘ Upon the first day of the week 
let every one of you lay him in store, as God 
hath prospered him, that there be no gathering 
w hen I come.’ It does seem strange to me, 
thisipicking out a solitary verse, regardless of 
its context. 

But let us examine with what fairness the 
payment of this “ tenth of our income” would 
operate. That is the claim now setup ; altho’ 
the Lfrvitical Law (Deut. 16 c. 22 and 23) re¬ 
quired only the tithe of all the land, which 
was generally collected, chiefly “ of corn, of 
wine, and of oil, and the firstlings of the herds 
and flocks.” Some time ago there were tw'o 
gentlemen in the public service at Amherst¬ 
burg, enjoying the same rank and income. The 
one had been the father of twenty-five children; 
the other never had any. According to the 
tithe system, the former would pay the same as 
the latter. Quite r'lght, to he sure. Hang the 
fruitful sinner 1 what business had he with a 
quarter of a hundred children ? 

If the Editor, as he affirms in his letter, 
merely wished “ to elicit thought and to call 
forth investigati<rt%” why does snub Any 
poor lucubrations on the subject, and jeer at 
having “ aroused a Layman's wrath ?” Wrath 
indeed I Why, I feel the very opposite sensa¬ 
tion at bis sbifTitiga. He first exclaims, “ tithes 
or etev?tal condemnation-”- When I advance 
upon hiirtj he flits away, like a Will-o'-the-wisp, 
and I discover Ihhti immediately afterwards be¬ 
hind me, with his dexter thumb at his nose, 
twirling bis little finger at me, and shouting in 
my lug, “ it’s all voluntary.” 

The EdHor, under “ Gold aud the Gospel,” 
SfL-ys^ that “ Mr. Gonstable, proceeding to con¬ 
sider tithes even on the ground of their being 
a Jewish ordinance,’ combats in a very master¬ 
ly manner the common error, that Christirns 
pre under no obiiga^n to cemsider Old Tes¬ 
tament teachings, or Mosaic Law, as binding 
pppu them. He clearly shows, on the contra¬ 
ry, that w'hatever God has once instituted, must 
ever remain in force., unless it were fulfilled in

byllira.”' Hence Mr. Constable argues thati 
since the tithe has been once instituted by God, 
“thenceforward, it,.cO[Uld pot be allered, ex-, 
cept by the same authority that imposed it.” 
Of cour.se, Mr. C., who advocates the tithe, 
must do it in “ a very masterly manner;” but, 
as I oppose that dogma, V-hy, equally of course 
the legs upon which I depend, must be all aw¬ 
ry and weak. Nevertheless, like a nincom¬ 
poop, I will hazard another “ shallow*' obser¬ 
vation. The Deity ordained the seventh day 
to be kept holy as a Sabbath, and to this very 
hour the Jews so regard it. There is not one 
solitary passage in Scripture to annul it; yet 
Christians, even in the time of the Apostles, 
changed it into the first day of the week, our 
Sunday. How could they have attempted that, 
unless convinced that they were manumitted 
from the domination of the Mosaic Law. Even 
to commemorate our Saviours Resurrection 
would not justify the violation of so important 
and express command of the Creator, if “still 
in force.” The Jewish and the Christian reli¬ 
gion are one. The former was the infancy-of 
the latter, and the Christian religion, in its 
ripe manhood,.throws off the Jewish leading- 
strings. 

Hooker, in his Eksclesiastical Polity, v. 2. 
p. 457, Oltfbrd Edition of 1820, (I like to 
give chapter and verse,) acknowledges this 
much, “Albeit, tliereforc, we be noiv free 
from the law of Moses, and consequently 
not thereby bound to the payTuent of tithes.” 

The Editor of the Churchman’s Friend, 
in his letter, now shifts from the “divine 
right to tithes” to a “voluntary discharge of 
a moral obligation.” Against that I have 
naught to oppo e. I should have been al- 
logf^ther sildnt; but for the sneer and the 
menace of everlasting punitioru

Emigration From England to Ca¬ 
nada* 

Every succeeding mall indicates that the 
inclination of English emigranU towards 
Canada is gi’owing stronger. Efforts are 
being made to provide better accommoda¬ 
tion by sailing vessels as well as steamera, 
than has yet been aft'orded. The Cana¬ 
dian Neics has the following;— 

“ Jt i.s obviously of the utmost importance 
to persons about to emigrate to be well 
assured as to the etficiency of the ships for 
a long sea voyage, and the completeness of 
the general arrangements. There is much 
to be considered and thought of; the 
efficiency of the ship—the mode of fitting 
and equipment-pro visioning—the character 
of the captain,—and the position and stand¬ 
ing of the owners. W e observe that Mr. 
James B. W'ilcocks, of Plymouth, has an¬ 
nounced the arrangement of his line of 
” Plymouth Passenger Ships to Quebec,” 
jailing in the coining spring and summer, 
it is now, we believe, some eight or ten 
years since Mr. WTlcook> first gave bis at¬ 
tention to Canadian emi‘;ration. He had 
been long engaged in Aualralian emigration, 
both as a Government service and for 
private self-supporting emigration, when 
circumstances directed his attention to the 
inadequate means which were provided for 
the acconiinodation of the numerous per¬ 
sons from the W est of England who were 
(lusMng over annually to Canada. He at 
once entered into arrangements for the 
purcliaac of suitable siiips, which were fitted 
And equipped under his own superintend¬ 
ence, and in these fittings he established 
alterations which were sub*>equently adopt¬ 
ed by the Government, and mace compul¬ 
sory by the Passengers’ Act. {Since that 
period, Mr. WTlcocks has despatched an¬ 
nually large numbers of pa,sengers, not only 
of the working classes, but those who can 
afford the better accommodation of chjef 
cabin passage. For the ensuing season, it 
appears Mr. WTlcocks has placed on the 
berth four large ships capable of accom¬ 
modation, with every comfort, chief cabin 
and steerage passengers. These ships 
embark their passengers at Plymouth, 
whence they are despatched direct for 
Quebec.”

Cathedral at Montrf.al.-TTic Que¬ 
bec Chrotiicle i —A project has been start¬ 
ed in the Roman Catholic churches of 
Montreal, f'lr the erection of a splendid 
cathedral, which, in size and magnificence 
is to surpass any edifice of the kind on the 
continent.

The shadowy forest no longer 
adorns the brows of the mountain ; the sing¬ 
ing of the birds which enliven even the 
woods of Lapland, is no loffger heard in 
this scene of desolation ; the ruggedness of 
the dark grey rock as you approach the 
land not covered by a single shrub,the only 
music is the hoarse murmuring of the wave 
ever and anon renewing their assuits upon 
the masses that oppose them. The nor¬ 
thern sun creeping at midnight, at the 
distance of five diameters along the horizon, 
and the immeasurable Ocean in apparent 
contact with the skies, form the grand out¬ 
line in the sublime picture presented to the 
astonished spectator. Here the sky 
presents at night an appearance beautifully 
terrific. The Aurora plays throughout the 
Heavens in all its variegated beauty, and 
the hissing attending their discharges of 
electricity sound like the distant noise and 
tumult of battle. 

Well might the traveller in those distant 
and dismal ragions describe liis situation in 
the words of Coleridge* 

And now there came both mist and snow; 
“ And it grew wonderous cold 
The ice mast high was floating by, 

“ As green as cmeral. 

“ And through ihc drifts the snowy clilft, 
Did send a dismal sheen ; 

Nor shapes of men, our beasts we ken, 

“ The ice was all between. 

“ The ice was here, and the ice was there, 
The ice nvjis all around, 

“ It crack’d and growl'd and roar’d and 
howl’d 

“ Like noises in a swound.”

The Great Gold Robery. 

At the Central Criminal Court, on Tues¬ 
day, 13th ult., William Pierce, aged 40 
described as a grocer, .Tas. Burgess, 35 
railway guard, and William George Tes¬ 
ter, 26, clerk, were placed in the dock. 
The indictment charged them with steal¬ 
ing 224 pounds weight of Gold, value J612- 
000, the properly of the South-Eastern 
Railway Company. The whole of tht 
prisoners pleaded not guilty. Agar was 
exomined for the prosecution- He re¬ 
peated the evidence which he had previour- 
fy given, and at six o'clock the court ad¬ 
journed—On Wednesday the prisoners 
were again brouglit up, when, after some 
further recapitulatory evidence, the case 
for th« pio ecutirn was declared closed 
For the defence, Baron Lartin acquiesced 
with Serghant Parry that Pierce was no» 
a servant of the company and that he wa. 
not a receiver. The court then adjourn¬ 
ed.—The case was conlioued on Thursday, 
and counsel was beard for the prisoners 
No witness were called for the defence, 
and the arguments were chiefly to prove 
insufficient evidence. The jury retired at 
five o’clock, and having been absent ten 
minutes, returned with a verdict of guiltf 
againat all the prisoners. Baron Martin 
in passing ientencpysaid the jury had found 
a verdirt of guilty on the dearest evidence 
ever laid before a court of justice. He 
considered that Pierce stood iu u more de¬ 
graded position than any of the other priv 
Oners, and be regretted that he was com¬ 
pelled to inflict a ligltirpurrisbment. He 
then sentenced Pierce to two year’s im¬ 
prisonment, with the 1st, 12th and 24th 
months solitary confinement, and Roger: 
and Tester to fourteen rear®' transporta¬ 
tion each.

TliCi ^ are, of course, in such a large 
extent of country as that referred to, great 
varictici in the character and quality of 
land—lots being much superior to 
others; but there is an abundance of the 
very land for farming purposes. The 
Lands i\\ the neighborhood of these three 
roads wfll be found to be very sirai'ar in 
quality apd character, a’^d covered with 
every valpety of 'Timber—some with hard 
wood, aiW some with heavy pine. 

AYatc^ for domestic use is every where 
abundanti; and there arc, throughout, nu¬ 
merous streams and falls of water, capa- 


ital, besides his own arm, and axe—he can 
devote a portion of the year to clearing hh 
land, and in the numerous lumbering enli - 
lishments he can, at ot i'season, t.bU a 
a liberal remuimnrtnv fin hi** la!' *.

is good. I’he su'w i".' not I'nil so d* s 
as to obstruct commuuicaiion ; and it a! 
fords material foi good roads during the 
winter, enabling the farmer to haul bis 
Firewood for the ensuing year from the 
woods, to take his produce to market, and 
to lay in his supplies for the future—and 
this covering to the earth, not only facili¬ 
tates communication with the more settled 
parts of the District, but is highly bene¬ 
ficial and fertilizing to the soil. 

in all the localities above named, wher¬ 
ever Settlers have surplus produce, there 
is a good market for it near them—farm 
produce of all kinds being in great demand 
by the Lumber or Timber Merchants, 
who are carrying on extensive operations 
throughout tliese parts of the country. 

According to the ratio of progress which 
Canada West has made during the last 
ten years, the value of property on an av¬ 
erage doubles within that period—irrespec¬ 
tive of any improvements which may hart 
been made by the 8ettler.s. 

in many Counties the value of Land 
once opened for lettlement, has increase 
Five Fold in the period named, but th 
average value of such land, according to th 
statistics of Canada West, Doubles Ever 
Ten Years in the mere lapse of time, ex 
peetthat this ratio will not diminish fo 
generations to come. 

The sections of Country opened by thes 
roads lie in and to the k^oothern part c 
the Great Ottawa Region, stretching froi 
and beyond them to the .shores Lake Hu 
rou, to Lake Nipissing, and to the Ottaw 
River—an immence extent of countr 
whose resources are now .seeking and wi 
rapidly obtain dcvelopincDt. 

THE OTTAWA COUNTRY, 

Lying south of Lake Nipissing and of th 
great River Ottawa, and embracing a larj. 
portion of the land olTcred for settlement, 
capable of sustaining a popidation f 
Eight Millions of People, and it is no 
attracting general attention, as the moi 
western portions ol C-anada arc bcin 
rapidly filled up. 

The Parliament of Canada in its las 
Scs.«jion incorporated a Company for tl 
construction of a Railway to pass throng 
this Ottawa country from the Shores < 
I^ake Huron to tlie City of the Ottaw 
and thence Eastward. 

A survey of the River Ottawa and 
neighbouring Country has been undertake)^ 
and will be completed in tlie present year; 
its principal object being to ascertain 
wliat means the River Ottawa can be res 
dered navigable and connected with LaV 
Huron so as to enable vessels to pass k 
that route from the ino.st W’^estern Water 
into tlie River St. Lawrence and th 
Ocean. These projected works are a) 
hided to, in order to show that the intet 
tion of the (Government, Parliament ai 
People of Canada, has been fixed up* 
iliis important portion of the Province
